In 1888 he graduated 
from the Louisvills Law School, and 
on Jan. 29, 1890 was married to Miss 
Lettie Pritchard, who survives to 
mourn his loss. In 1891 he removed 
to this city snd engaged in the prac- 
tice of his profession — the law — and 
was fast building lip a successful 
business when lie was stricken down 
with typhoid fever from which he 
suffered for many week, aud this was 
followed by lung trouble. He bore 
his affliction bravely, and when the 
messenger came stated he was fully 
resigned to go, and expressed faith 
in a (letter life beyond. The funeral 
took place from the residence at 3 p 
m. Sunday, Rev. K. A. Kemp, of the 
M. K. Church, conducting the sevic- 
es, after which the remains were laid 
to rest in Rock port cemetery, the Ma- 
soaic order conducting the burial. 
Thare was a large attendance at the 
funeral, attesting the high esteem in 
which the deceased was held by the 
community and the deep sympathy 
for the bereaved family.

Upon the morning of December 31 , 

1892, within two months of the close 
ol the last Republican administration 
theConrier-Joiirnal head-lined its pub- 
lication ofDun & Co’s and Bradstreet's 
review of trade thus: 

BEST EVER KNOWN, 

THE YEAR ENDING TO-DAY. 
FEWER FAILURES DURING THE 
TWELVE MONTHS THAN 
SINCE 1886. 

From these reviews it states that 
the year lias been the most prosper- 
ous ever known with strong favorable 
indications for the future; that Clear- 
ing-house statements, railroad earn- 
ings, and total of exports and imports 
have exceeded the ' amounts of any 
previous year. It reports that "the 
year closes with all woolen, cotton 
and silk machinery fully employed, 
and unsold stock of goods much 
lighter than usual, while the demand 
for the coming season already exceeds 
the capacity of many mills. The or- 
ders in dry goods are extraordinary. 
Sales of wool at the chief markets 
have increased 70,000,000 pounds 
over last year, and foreign imports 
have been the largest ever known.” 
There had been fewer failures than 
since 1886, and the average liabili- 
ties had been the least for fourteen 
years. 

One year later, upon December 30, 

1893, after the first ten months dur- 
ing which time the Democratic party 
had full control oi the government 
since i860, the Courier-Journal head- 
lines its reviews of commercial agen- 
cies thus: 

THE YEAR 1893 

IN COMMERCIAL DISASTERS 
AND DEPRESSIONS .THE 
WORST IN FIFTY. 

From Dun & Co. it states that: 
"Starting with the largest trade ever 
known, mills crowded with work and 
all business stimulated with high 
hopes, the year 1893 has proved, in 
sudden shrinkage of trade, in com- 
mercial disasters and depressions of 
industries, the worst lor fifty years. 
The year closes with the prices of 
many products the lowest ever 
known, with millions of workers 
seeking in vain for work, and with 
charity laboring to keep back suffer- 
ing and starvation in all our cities.” 
It states that the coliap >e of industry 
and business is almost without pre- 
cedent. The iron and woolen indus- 
tries have fallen off over one-half and 
the price of wool had descended to 
the lowest point ever k aown. Brad- 
street's reporteJ the nutiber of Busi- 
ness failures to have in creased over 
50 per cent., while the liabilities had 
amounted to $402,400,000, an increase 
of over 400 per cent of t'tie previous 
year. ’ 

Dun & Co. significantly remark 
that the scanty records of 1837 do not 
show whether the disasters of that 
year were relatively as severe as those 
of the year just ended. As 1837 was 
another of the years in which the 
Democratic party ascend' h 1 to power, 
pledged to enforce a free-trade policy , 
aud nearly swept the couutry into 
general bandpiptcy, the comparison 
was apt and suggestive- Whatever 
the comparison may prove, certain Ur 
is that the results durin g each year 
prove that the less we liave of the 
Democratic policy and administration 
the better we will be off.-— [Louisville 
Commercial.

A currency worth 
lens than it purports to Ikj worth will 
In the end defraud not only creditors, 
but all who are engaged In legitimate 
business, and none more surely that 
those who are dependent on their daily 
labor for their dally bread."
